The i'ollowing- Messatye was received 


from the President of the U. States, 
returning to the House of Representa- 
tives the enrolled bill entitled''An act 
authorizing a subscription of stock in 
the Mitysvillu, Washington, Paris, and 
Lexington Turnpike Road Company," 
with his objections thereto. 
To I he House of Representatives: 


GENTLE.MKX : I have r.ialurely con- 


sidered the bill proposing to authoi'ise 
"a subscription of stock in the Mays- 
ville, Washington, Paris, and Lexing- 
ton Turnpike Road Company," and 
now return the same to the House of 
Representatives, in which it origina- 
ted, with my objections to its passage. 


Sincereiv friendly to the improve- 


ment of our country by means of roads 
and canals, I regret that any difierence 
of opinion in the mode of contributing 
to it should exist between us ; and if, 
in stating this difference, I go beyond 
what the occasion call for. I hope to 
find an apology in the great impor- 
tance of the subject, an unfeigned res- 
pect for the high source from which 
this branch of it has emanated, and an 
anxious wish to be correctly understood 
by my constituents in the discharge of 
all my duties. 
Diversity of sentiment 


among public functionaries, "actuated 
by the same general motives, on the 
character and tendency of particular 
measures, is an incident common to all 
Governments, and the more to be ex- 
pected in one which, like ours, owes its 
existence to the freedom of opinion, 
and must be upheld by the same influ- 
ence. 
Controlled, as we thus are, by a 


higher tribunal, before which our res- j 
pective acts will be canvassed with the ' 
indulgence due to the imperfections of 
our nature, and with that intelligence 
and unbiassed judgment which are the 
true correctives of error, all that our 
responsibility demands is. that the 
public good should be the measure of 
our views, dictating alike their frank 
expression and honest maintenance. 


In the message that was presented to 


Congress at the opening of its present 
session, I endeavored to exhibit briefly 
my views upon the important and high- 
ly interesting subject, to which our at- 
tention is now to be directed. I was 
desirous of presenting to the Represen- 
tatives of the several States in Congress 
assembled, the inquiry, whether some 
mode could not be devised which would 
reconcile the diversity of opinion con- 
cerning the powers of this Government 
over ihe subject of internal improve- 
ment, and the manner in which these 
powers, if conferred by the Cunstition, 
ought to be exercised. 
The act which 


I am called upon to consider, has, 
therefore, been passed with a know- 
ledge of my views on this question, us 
these are expressed in the message re- 
ferred to. 
In that document the fol- 


lowing suggestion will be found : 


"After the extinction oi the public 


debt, it is not probable that any adjust- 
ment of the tariff, upon principles sat- 
isfactory to the people of the Union, 
will, until a remote period, if evrr. 
leave the Government without a con- 
siderable surplus in the treasury, be- 
yond what may be required for its cur- 
rent service. 
As then the period ap- 


proaches when the application of tin- 
revenue to the payment of debt w i l l 
cease, the disposition of the surplus 
v.iil present a subject for the aciions 
deliberation of Corutrr ;s ; a'.d h rrui> 
be iurimiaic for the country th:st it is 
yel to be dccidrd.

sitler a proper disposition of the sur- 
plus revenue, I subjoin the following 
remarks: "To avoid these evils, it ap- 
pears to me that the most safe, just 
and- federal disposition which could be 
made of the surplus revenue, would be 
jts apportionment among the several 
States according to their ratio of rep- 
resentation ; and should this measure 
not be found warranted by the Consti- 
tution, that it would be expedient to 
propose to the Stales an amendment 
authorizing it." 


The constitutional power of the Fed- 


eral Government to construct or pro- 
mote works of internal improvement, 
presents itself in two points of view: 
the jfirst, as bearing1 upon the sove- 
reignty of the States within whose 
limits their execution is contemplated, 
if jurisdiction of the territory which 
they may occupy, be claimed as neces- 
sary to their preservation and use: the 
second, as asserting the simple right to 
appropriate money from the national 
treasury in aid of such works when un- 
dertaken by State authority, surrender- 
ing the claim of jurisdiction. 
In the 


first view, the question of power is an 
open one, and can be decided without 
the emBarrassment attending the other, 
arising from the practice of the gov- 
ernment. 


Although frequently and strenuous- 


ly attempted, the power, to this extent, 
has never been exercised by the Gov- 
ernment in a single instance. 
It does 


hot, in my opinion, possess it, and no 
bill, therefore, which admits it, can re- 
ceive my officiai sanction. 


But, in the other vievv of the power, 


the question is differently situated. — 
The ground taken at an early period of 
the Government, was, "that whenever 
money has been raised by the general 
authority, and is to be applied to a par- 
ticular measure, a question 
arises, 


whether the particular measure be 
within the enumerated authorities vest- 
ed in Congress. If it be, the money 
requisite for it may be applied to it; if 
not, no such application can be made/' 
The document in which this principle 
was first advanced is of deservedly high 
authority, and should be held in grate- 
ful remembrance for its immediate a- 
gency in rescuing the country from 
much existing abuse, and for its con- 
servative effect upon some of the most 
valuable principles of the Constitu- 
tion. 
The symmetry and purity of the 


Government would, doubtless, have 
been better preserved, if this restriction 
of the power of appropriation could 
have been maintained without weaken- 
ing its ability to fulfil the general ob- 
jects of its institution : an effect so like- 
ly to attend its admission, notwith- 
standing its apparent fitness, that every 
subsequent administration of the Gov- 
ernment. embracing a period of thirty j 
out of the forty two years of its exis- j 
tence, has 
adopted a more enlarged I 


construction of the power. 
It is not j 


my purpose to detain you by a minute i 
recital of the acts which sustain this : 
assertion, but it is proper that I should . 
notice .some of the most prominent, in !

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and other roads and objects, under this 
power, the administration of Mr. Mad- 
ison was characterised by an act which 
furnishes the strongest evidence of his 
opinion of its extent. A bill was pas- 
sed through both Houses of Congress, 
and presented for his approval, "setting 
apart and pledging certain funds for 
constructing roads and canals, and im- 
proving the navigation of water cour- 
ses, in order to facilitate, promote, and 
give security to internal commerce a- 
mong the several States ; and to ren- 
der more easy, and less expensive, the 
means and provisions for the common 
defence." 
Regarding the bill as assert- 


ing a power in the Federal Government 
to construct roads and canals within 
the limits of the Stales in which they 
were made, he objected to its passage, 
on the ground of its unconstitutionality, 
declaring that the assent of the respec- 
tive States, in the mode provided by 
the bill;- could not confer the power in 
question ; that the only cases in which 
the consent and cession of particular 
State?, can extend the powcrof Congress 
are those specified and provided for in 
the Constitution ; and superadding to 
these avowals, his opinion, that "a res- 
triction of the power 'to provide for the 
common defence and general welfare.' 
to cases which are to be provided for 
by the expenditure of money, would 
still leave within the legislative power 
of Congress, all the great and most im- 
portant measures of Government, mo- 
ney being the ordinary and necessary 
means of carrying theminto execution." 
I have not been able to consider these 
declarations in any other point of view, 
than as a concession thai the right of 
appropriation is not limited by the 
power to carry into effect the measure 
for which the money is asked, as was 
formerly contended. 


The views of Mr. Monroe upon this subject, 


were not left to inference. 
During his ad- 


ministration a bill was passed throug-h both 
Mouses of Congress, conferring' the jurisdic- 
tion and prescribing- the mode by which the 
Federal Government should exercise it in the 
case of the Cumberland Road. 
He returned 


it with objections to its passage, and in as- 
signing them, took occasion to say, that in 
the early stages of the Government, lie had 
inclined to the construction 
that it had no 


right to expend money, except in the perfor- 
mance of acts authorized by the other specific 
grants of power, according to a strict con- 
struction of them ; but that, on further reflec- 
tion and observation, his mind had undergone 
a change ; that his opinion then was, "that 
Congress have an unlimited power to raise 
money, and that in its appropriation, they 
have a discretionary power, restricted only 
by the duty to appropriate it to purposes of 
common defence, and of general, not local, 
national, not State, benefit ;" and this was a- 
vowed to be the governing principle through 
the residue of his administration. 
The views 


of the last administration are of such recent 
date as to render a particular reference to 
them unnecessary. 
It is well known that the 


appropriating power, to its utmost extent 
which had been churned for it, in relation to 
internal improvements, was fully recognised 
and exercised by it. 


This brief reference to known facts, will be 


sufficient to show the difficulty, if not imprac- 
ticability, of bringing back the operations of 
theGovernmcnt to the construction of theCon 
stitution set up in ]798, assuming that to be 
its true reading, in relation to the power tin 
der consideration : thus giving an admop.iton- 
proof of the force of implication, and the ne- 
cessity of g-u:,rdiiig the Constitution with 
sleepless vigilance, against the authority of 
precedents which have not the sanction of its 
most plainly defined powers. 
For, although 


it is the duty of all to look to that sacred in- 
strument instead of the statute book, to re- 
puijiate, at xll times, encroachments upon its 
spirit, which are too apt !obc elfccted by the 
conjuncture of peculiar and facilitnlirig cir- 
cumstances : it H 7i<)» ic=.~- 'rue. Unit the pub- 
lic good r.!)d (he i:-.:ture of our political insti- 
tutions icrj'ssrc, that individual differences 
should yield to a well settled acquiescence of 
tin: people and confederated authorities, in 
particular constructions of the Constitution, 
on dwibtful points. 
Not to concede this 


nvicb to the spirit of our institutions, would 
impair their stability, and defeat the object-* 
of the Constitution itself.

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ment : but I am not able to view it in any oth- 
er light than as a measure of purely local 
character; or if it can be considered national, 
that no further distinction between the appro- 
priate duties of the General and State Gov- 
ernment need be attempted : for there can 
be iu> local interest that may not with equal 
propriety be denominated 
national. 
It has 


no connection with any established system of 
improvements ; is exclusively within the lim- 
its of a State, starting at a point on the Ohio 
river, and running out sixty miles to an inte- 
rior town ; and even KS far as the State is in- 
terested, conferring partial instead of general 
advantages. 


Considering the magnitude and importance 


of the power, and the embarrassments to 
which, from the very nature of the thing, ita 
exercise must, necessarily, be subjected, the 
real friends of internal improvement ought 
not to be willing to confide it to accident and 
chance. 
What is properly national in its 


character, or otherwise, is an inquiry which 
is often extremely difficult of solution. 
The 


appropriations of one year, for an object which 
is considered national, may be rendered nu- 
gatory, by the refusal of a succeeding Con- 
gress to continue the work, on the ground 
that it is local. 
No aid can be derived from 


the intervention of corporations. 
The ques- 


tion regards the character of the work, not 
that of those by whom it isto be accomplished. 
Notwithstanding- the union of the Government 
with the corporation, by whose immediate a- 
geney any work of internal improvement is 
carried on, the inquiry will still remain — is it 
national, and conducive to the benefit of the 
whole— or local, and operating only to the 
advantage of a portion of the Union ? 


But, although I might not feel it to be my 


official duty to interpose the Executive veto 
to the passage of a bill appropriating money 
for the construction of such works 33 "are au- 
thorised by the States, and are national in 
their character, 1 do not wish it to be under» 
stood as expressing an opinion, that it is ex- 
pedient at this time, for the General Govern- 
ment to embark in a system of this kind ; and 
anxious that my constituents should be pos- 
sessed of my views on this, as well as on all 
other subjects which they have committed to 
my discretion, I shall state them frankly and 
briefly. 
Besides many minor considerations, 


there are two prominent views of the 
sub- 


ject which have made a deep impression up- 
on my mind, which, I think, are well entitled 
to your serious attention, and will, 1 hope, be 
maturely weighed by the people. 


From the official communication submitted 


to you, it appears that, if no adverse and un- 
foreseen contingency happens in our foreign 
relations, and no unusual diversion be made 
of the funds set apart for the payment of the 
national debt, we may look with confidbnce to 
its entire extinguishment in the short period 
offouryears. 
The extent to which this plea- 


sing anticipation is dependent upon the pol- 
icy which may be pursued in relation to mea- 
sures of the character of the one now under 
consideration, must be obvious to all, and e- 
qually so, that the events of the present s«s- 
sion are well calculated to awaken public so- 
licitude upon the subject. 
By the statement 


from the Treasury Department, and those 
from the Clerks of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, herewith submitted, it ap- 
pears that the bills which have passed into 
laws, and those which, in all probability, will 
pass before the adjournment of Congre'ss, an- 
ticipate appropriations which, with the ordi- 
nary expenditures for the support of Govern- 
ment, will exceed considerably the amount 
in the Treasury for the year 1830. 
Thus, 


whilst we are diminishing the revenue by 
a reduction of the duties on tea, coffee and 
cocoa, the appropriations for internal im- 
provement are increasing beyond the availa- 
ble means of the Treasury -, and if to this cal- 
culation be added the amount contained in 
bills which are pending before the two hou- 
ses. it may be safely affirmed that ten mil- 
lions of dollars would not makeup the excess 
over the Treasury receipts, unless the pay- 
ment of the national debt be postponed, and 
the means now pledged to that object applied 
to those enumerated in these bills. 
Without 


a well-rcg-ulated system of internal improve- 
ment, this exhausting1 mode of appropriation 
is not like'.y to be avoided, and the plain 
consequence must be, either a continuance of 
the national debt, or a resort to additional 
taxes, 


Although many of the States, with a lauda- 


ble zeal, and under the influence of an 
enlightened policy, are successfully applying 
thcirscpj.ratc efforts to works of this charac- 
ter, the desire to enlist the aid of the Gen- 
eral Government in the construction of such 
as from their nature oii^'it to devolve upon 
h, and to which the meuniof the individual 
States are inadequate, id both rational and 
patriotic; and, if that desire Is not gratified 
now, it doe?, not foHow thai 3t never" tviU be.

LADIES: I address you for the last 


time, will) vt'i'}' different feelings from 
those which prompted me on former 
occasions; I then solicited your chari- 
ties for thousands of those of your sex 
whom I had seen half naked and starv- 
ing; I have now to express to you 
the thanks of those thousands, and to 
hear testimony to you of their feelings 
of gratitude and obligation, 


Greece is no longer in a stale to de- 


mand charity as one nation from ano- 
ther; she owes a heavy debt of grati- 
tude to the Christian world for its gen- 
erous succor in her hour of peril and 
agony, but to none more than to the 
females of America: nor do 1 believe 
there is on the page of history s. nobler 
or more disinterested act of charity, 
than ihetr's to Greece; it is an honor 
to your country, to your sex, and to hu- 
man nature; and every one who was 
employed in it, deserves her share of 
that honor,-—from the affluent city la- 
dy to the poorest serving girl, whose 
means were smaller but whose motives 
were as pure. Yours were not the u- 
sual motives and rewards of the chari- 
table, you were unconnected by ac- 
quaintance or affection with the objects 
of your charities; you saw not their na- 
kedness, heard not their cries, not- 
reaped the rich reward of seeing them 
in tears ofdelight,and hearing them call 
down the blessings of Heaven upon 
you; nor had you the common motive, 
the hope of seeing your names in print, 
with the sum of dollar and cents annex- 
ed ; 
you sent your gifts unostenta- 


tiously to those of another nation and 
another tongue, and He who seeth in 
secret, will reward you openly. 


Other agents have distributed many 


garments. 
I myself have given out a- 


bout 50,000 pieces to women and chil- 
dren : it would be easy for me to pro- 
cure hundreds of letters of thanks to 
you from females in Greece, but it 
seems to me superfluous and a little 
too like show ; most of the poor crea- 
tures who have received the garments 
cannot read or write, and it would ne- 
ver enter into their simple minds to 
get up a letter; but 1 have read their 
thanks in their gushing eyes,—heard 
their blessings on Americans, and Hea- 
ven has recorded their prayers for 
their benefactors. 
Go where you will 


in Greece, you see the blue checked 
gowns and cotton frocks made by you ; 
ask the poor widow where she got her 
gown, and she will answer, "The A- 
,mericans gave it me;" demand of any 
man, -woman or child in Greece, what 
nation has been the kindest and most 
charitable to their country in the bitter 
hour of trial, and the answer ever is— 
"America." Abuses have been com- 
mitted, losses have been suffered, dis- 
contents and jealousies have inevitably 
arisen, but the great end has been ac- 
complished, thousands and tens of 
thousands of naked 
and 
starving 


Greeks have been clothed and fed by 
Americans; they know it—their pos- 
terity will know it, and will bless 
your's : I shall transmit to the Gentle- 
men's Committees a full account of my 
distribution.

Go where he may, an American, who 


has a heart to feel, will always return 
•with pride and delight to his own glo- 
rious and happy country. 
Glorious by 


the achievement of her Independence,\ 
by her brilliant naval victories, and by 
; 


the valour and conduct displayed in re- 
pelling a foreign foe, in which Balti- 
more bore so conspicuous and so hon- 
orably a part. Happy in her admira- i 
ble republican instilitulions,and in the 
superior moral character of her people 
—to which we owe all our prosperity 
and greatness. I never was more for- 
cibly impressed with the truth of this 
than on returning from my late mis- 
sion. I left the blue sky and glowing 
clime of Mexico, its ferule and abun- 
dant soil, its rich mines, its magnificent 
cities swarming with priests and sol- 
diers in religious procession and mili- 
tary parade ; its splendid edifices, in- 
habited by an amiable people ; posses- 
sing great natural abilities; but where 
a long reign of superstition and despo- 
tism, still felt in its baneful conse- 
quences, had paralysed all these advan- 
tages, and reduced the, great mass of the 
people to inactivity and wretchedness. 
I arrived in my own country, ascended 
the mighty waters of the Mississippi 
and Ohio, breaking through the ice on 
our passage, and traversed mountains 
covered with snow, and found every 
where nature subdued by the effort of 
a free, hardy, and virtuous population, 
which in a few short years had convert- 
ed 211 uncultivated desert into a smiling 
garden. It is true I saw no palaces on 
my route, hut neither did I see any 
where the abodes of poverty cr wretch- 


edness. 
I saw nothing of the pomp of 


war, but around me were a people ex- 
celling in the use of arms, and ready 
to wield them at their country's call to 
defend her rights or vindicate her hon- 
or. 
I met no splendid pageants of 


Christian 
Worship,' but 
abundant 


proofs of sincere piety and unaffected 
attachment to our holy religion. In 
short, every thing on my passage pro- 
claimed the dominion of wise and 
wholesome laws, and the happpy influ- 
ence of republican institutions, wear- 
ing the aspect of rapid improvement 
and wide spread happiness. 


Now that our neighbors are inde- 


pendent, and their country open to the 
light of the nineteenth century, I will 
venture to hope, that their improve- 
ment will be equally rapid with our 
own ; that they will cling to their fede- 
ral republican constitution, that they 
will shake off the habits acquired un- 
der a despotic government, and cheer- 
fully obey the laws they themselves 
have framed ; and, imitating our exam- 
ple, become a free, tranquil and happy 
people.

for the heir presumptive cannot have 
forgotten his recent dismissal from the 
head of the Admiralty by the haughty 
Premier. 
The consequences to follow 


a dissolution of the present Ministry. 
may have an important influence upon 
the affairs of many nations — not except- 
ing our own. 


I R E L A N D — The Lord Lieutenant 


has issued a Proclamation, bearing 
date the 24th of April, for the suppres- 
sion of the "Society of Friends of Ire- 
land," and prohibiting the meeting of 
the said association, or any part there- 
of, under any name, pretext, or device 
whatsoever. 
The suppression of that 


body was quite unexpected, and ii is 
understood to have been a measure a- 
dopied in consequence of directions to 
that effect received from the Home De- 
partment. 
It had caused a great sen- 


sation in Dublin, but from his phrase 
ology, the privilege of meetings for 
charitable purposes is not prohibited, 
and it is consequently expected that 
as;iintion vi ill again make its appearance 
in some shape or other. 


The Duke of Brunswick has refused

TY of Compromise has been made 
with the Danish Government, for the 
claims of American citizens for Cap- 
tures and Seizures made by that coun- 
try, during the late war.

to the rightful claimants, according to 
their several interests, conformably 
with the- decisions of a Board of Com- 
missioners composed of American citi- 
zens, which is to hold its session in 
Washington.

manner in which the Federal Government 
can or oug-ht to embark in the construction 
of roads'and canals, and the extent lo which 
it may impose burthens on the people for 
these purposes, may be presented on its 
own merits, free of all disguise, ami of every 
embarrassment, except such as may arise 
from the Constitution itself. 
Assuming these 


suggestions to be correct, will not our con- 
stituents require the observance of a course 
by which they can be effected ? Ought they 
not to require it? 
With the best disposition 


to aid, as far as I can conscientiously, in fur- 
therance of works of internal improvement, 
mv opinion is, that the soundest views of na- 
tional policy at this time, point to such a 
course. 
Besides the avoidance of HII evil in- 


fluence upon the local concerns ofthe coun- 
try, how solid is the advantage which the 
Government will reap from it in the elevation 
of its character ? How gratifying the effect, 
of presenting to the world the sublime spec- 
tacle of a republic of more than twelve mil- 
lions of happy people, in the fifty fourth year 
of her existence, having passed through two 
protracted wars; the one for the acquisition, 
and the other for the maintenance of liberty — 
free from debt, and with all her immense re- 
sources unfettered! 
What a salutarv influ- 


ence would such an exhibition exercise upon 
-the cause of liberal principles and free Gov- 
ernment throughout the world ? Would we 
not ourselves find, in its effect, r»n additional 
guarantee, that our political institutions will 
be transmitted to the most remote posterity, 
without decay ? A course of policy destinfd 
to witness events like these, cannot be bene- 
fited by a legislation which tolerates a scram- 
ble for appropriations that have no relation to 
any general system of improvement, and 
whose good effects must, of necessity, be 
very limited. 
In the best view of these ap- 


propriations. the abuses to which they lead, 
far exceed the good which they are capable 
of promoting, 
They may be resorted to as 


artful expedients, to shift upon the Govern- 
ment the losses of unsuccessful private spec- 
ulation, and thus, by ministering to personal 
ambition and self aggrandizement, tend to 
sap the foundations of public virtue, and taint 
the administration of the Government with 
a demoralizing influence. 


In the other view of the subject, and the 


only remaining one, which it is my intention 
so present at this time, is involved the expe- 
diency of embarking in a system of internal 
improvement, without a previous amendment 
ofthe Constitution, explaining and defining 
the precise powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment over it : assuming the right to appropri- 
ate money to aid in the construct-on of na- 
tional woiks, to be warranted by the cotcm- 
poraneous and continued exposition of the 
Constitution, its insufficiency for the success- 
ful prosecution of them, must be admitted by 
all candid minds. 
If we look to ttsage to de- 


fine the extent of the right, that will be found 
so variant, and embracing so much that has 
been overruled, as tn involve the whole sub- 
ject in great uncertainty, and lo render the 
execution of our respective duties in iclation 
to it, replete with difficulty and embarrass- 
ment. It is in regard to such works, and '.he 
acquisition of additional territory, that the 
practice obtained its first footing. 
In most, 


if not all other disputed questions of approba- 
tion, the construction ofthe Conhtitution mav 
be regarded as unsettled, if the rig-ht to apply 
money, in the enumerated cases, is placed on 
the ground of usajfc. 


This subject has been one of much, and I 


may add, painful reflection to me. tt has j 
bearings that are well calculated to exert a j 
powerful influence upon our hitherto jiros- 
perou:> s\vtcm of government, and which, on i 
some accounts, mav even excite despomioncy j 
in the breast of an American citi/.cn. 1 will 
not detain you with professions oi zeal in the 
cause of internal improvements, 
if to be 


iheir friend is a virtue -which deserves com 
mendation, our country is blessed with an a- 
bundance of il ; for ! do not suppose there is 
aii intelligent citizen who docs not \vi-ih to 
see them Uourii-h. 
Hut Ihougli n3J are their 


friends, but few, ] irussl. arc unmindful of the 
mexns by -which they should be promoted : 
none certainly are s-n dcgcncrutc a*- to deKirc

It' it be the wish ofthe people that 


the construction of roads and ranals .should be 
conducted by the Federal (:ovrrnm«nt, it is 
not only liighlv expedient, but indispensably 
necessary, that a previous amendment o f t h e 
Constitution,delegating the nec'-sfary power, 
and defining and restricting its exercise with 
rcfer<Mir:« to the sovcirignly of the States, 
should be made. 
Without it, nothing exten- 


sively useful can be Hli-olcd. 
The right to 


exercise at much jurisdiction as is nccf-Ttry 
to preserve the works, and to raise funds by 
the collection uf tolls to keep them in repair, 
cannot bo dispensed with. 
The Cumberland 


Itoad should be an instructive admonition of 
the consequences of acting without this right. 
Year after year, contests are witnessed, grow- 
ing out of efforts to obtain the necessity ap- 
propriations for completing and vpairing 
this useful work 
Whilst one Congress may 


claim and exercise the power, a succeeding 
one may deny it, and this fluctuation of opin- 
ion must be unavoidably fatal to any scheme, 
which, from its extent, would promote the 
interests and elevate the character of the 
country 
The experience of the past has 


shown that the opinion of Congress is subject 
to such fluctuation. 


If it b<* the desire ofthe people, that the a- 


gencv of the Federal Government should be 
confined to the appropriation of money, in 
aid of such undertakings, in virtue of State 
authorities, then the occasion, the manner, 
and the extent of the appropriations, should 
be made the subject of constitutional regula- 
tion 
Tbis-is tl«j more necessary, in order 


that they may be equitable among the-several 
States ; promote harmony between 
different 


sections of the Union and their Kcpi-osenia- 
tives ; preserve other partis of the constitution 
from being undermined by the exercise of 
doubtful powers, or the too great extension 
of those which are not so ; and protect the 
whole subject against the deleterious infln, 
ence of combinations, to carry, by concert, 
measures which, considered by themselves, 
might meet but l i t t l e countenance. 


That a constitutional adjustment of this 


power upon equitable principles, is, in the 
highest degree, desirable, can scarcely be 
doubted ; nor can it fail lo be promoted by 
every sincere friend to the success of our po- 
litical insiitntions. 
In no Government are 


appeals to the source of power, in cases of 
real doubt, more suitable than in ours. 
No 


good motive can be assigned for the exercise 
of power bv the const-tuted authorities, while 
those, for whose benefit it is to be exercised, 
have not conferred it, and may not be willing 
to confer it. 
It would seem to me that an 


honest application of the conceded powers of 
the General Government to the advancement 
of the common weal, presents a sufficient 
scope to satisfy a reasonable ambition. The 
difficulty and supposed impracticability of ob- 
taining an amendment ofthe Constitution in 
this respect, is, 1 firmly believe, in -a great 
degree, unfounded. 
The time has never yet 


been, when the patriotism and intelligence of 
the American people were not fully equal to 
the greatest exigency, and it never will, when 
the subject calling forth their interposition is 
plainly presented to them. 
To do so with 


the questions involved in this bill, and to urge 
them to an early, zealous, and full considera- 
tion of their deep importance, is, in my esti- 
mation, among the highest of our duties. 


A supposed connexion between appropri- 


ations for internal improvement and the .sys- 
tem of protecting duties, growing out ofthe 
anxieties of those more immediately interest- 
ed in their success, has given rise lo sugges 
tions which it is proper I should notice on 
this occasion. 
Mv opinions on these subjects 


have never been concealed from those who 
had a right to know them 
Those which 1 


have entertained on the latter, have frequent- 
ly placed me in oppositinn to individuals as 
well us communities, whose claims upon my 
friendship and gratitude are ofthe strongest 
character ; but 1 trust there has been nothing 
in my public life which has exposed me to 
the suspicion of being thought capable of 
sacrificing my views of duty to private con- 
siderations, however strong they may have 
been, or deep the regrets which they are ca 
pable of exciting. 


As long as the encouragement of domestic 


manufactures is directed towards 
national 


ends, it shall receive from me a temperate 
but steady support. 
rhcre is no necessary 


Connexion between it and tlu- .system of ap- 
propriations. 
On the contrary it appears to 


me that the supposition of their dependence 
upon each other, is calculated to excite the 
prejudices of the public against both 
The 


former is sustained on the ground of its con- 
sistencv with ihe letter and spirit of the Con- 
stitution, of its origin being traced to the as 
sent of ailt he parties to the original compact, 
and of its having the support and approbation 
of a majority of she people ; on which ac- 
count, it is at least emith-d to a fair experi- 
ment.

Saturday WHS the hst business day of the 


present Session of CoML'resb ; that is, the lust 
(lay on which any bill could pass either 
House. 
And on no day, probably, in the 


History of Congress, have so many questions 
of interest (whose file was doubtful up to the 
moment of their passage) been decided 
The 


Previous Question was freely used ; and both 
Houses sal, with little interruption, from ten 
o'clock in the morning of Saturday to four or 
five o'clock in ihe morning of Sunday—a pe- 
riod of nearly nineteen hours ! ! A vast nurn- 
br-r of bill-; received from, and transmitted to 
the Kenolc. passed under the legislative ac- 
tion o f t h e House. 
Among the most pronii- 


nent of them, in point of interest, were the 
bills for the selllcmenl of the Massachusetts 
Claiiri.-i, for services rendered by the Militia 
during the late war ; for a subscription to the 
Stock of the Washington &. Frederick Turn- 
pike Kotul Company, (the only deficient link 
in the Road from Washington U> the waters of 
the Mississippi) ; for the continuation of the 
Cumberland Kond, and of surveys for objects 
of Internal Improvement; for the appoint- 
ment of Solicitor o f t h e Treasury ; for grant- 
ing pre-emption rights to actual settlers on 
the public l a n d s ; for appropriations for the 
Kngiiieer, Ordnance, and Quarter-Master's 
Departments ; for appropriations for light- 
houses, harbors and surveys ; for a subscrip- 
tion of stock to the Louisville and Portland 
Canal ; and for the relief of certain officers 
and soldiers of the Revolution. 
The Presi- 


dent, who remained in the Capitol until mid- 
night, for the purpose of acting upon the 
measures of Congress, approved of the bills 
for the reduction of the duties upon salt and 
molasses, as well as many others. 


.TnxE 1. 


Yesterday, at 10 o'clock, terminated the 


first session of the Twenty-first Congress. 


Of ihe bills passed on Saturday evening last, 


the President put hisvr.ro upon one of great 
importance to tiiis District, and to the upper 
part ofthe S'nte of Maryland and ihe whole 
Western c.onntr\\ and in which, as a connect- 
ing link of the great National Hoad to the 
West, the whole Union was inteiested, viz. 
the Washington and Frederick Turnpike.— 
His reasons for this were the same as in the 
case of the Maysville and LexinglnnTurnpikct, 
[which we give this week at length.] 


The bill for making an additional appropri- 


ation for the Louisville and Portland Canal, 
and the general bill concerning Light-houses, 
buoys, harbors. &c. have been IHCTAISED by 
the President for fuller consideration. This 
course is without a precedent, but is not on 
that ground objectionable,if legal. 
We have 


looked into the Constitution, and suppose 
that, from its phraseology, if the President 
shall at any time hereafter, DUHINC UTS PIIKS- 
liir.NCT, sign these bills, they will become 
laws. 
Such was certainly not the inimtion 


of the Ponstitulion ; nor, we suppose, is it the 
intention ofthe President to retain these bills 
beyond the lime necessary for their due con- 
sideration. 
One of these bills is of a descrip- 


tion which has annually received the sanction 
of all the branches of the Government for 
these many years past, and in which, in the 
present instance, although the aggregate a- 
mount involved is not large, TWKNTY OK THE 
STATVS of this Union, besides the Territories, 
are more or less interested 


The determination ofthe President in re- 


gard to these three last bills, produced more 
of a sensation than any thing that usually oc- 
curs at the close of a session of Congress.— 
The Administration is considered, by the re 
ject'ion ofthe Rockville and Frederick Hoad 
Hill, to have taken ground against Internal 
Improvement, much more decidedly than was 
looked for generally. 


A novel proceeding, yesterday, is the mes- 


sage of the President.* qualifying his appro- 
bation of one of the bills which he signed.— 
It is supposed by some, that this qualification 
may affect the construction ofthe part ofthe 
bin to which it refers. 
This idea, however, 


must be erroneous ; as it is palpably contrary 
to the genius of the Constitution, that the 
President shall make(by construing) the laws 
and then execute them. 
The law must be 


judged by its terms, and not by the Presi- 
dent's mental reservation in signing it.

which time the decision of the Senate 
in favor of the bill concerning the In- 
dians, which has recently become a 
law, was known) contains a suggestion 
which seems to confirm the impression, 
which some have entertained, that the 
ultimate decision of the conventional 
rights ofthe Cherokees will be referred 
to the Supreme Court. 


"Very soon die House of Representatives 


will decide, if it has not nlreadv decided, on 
this important question. 
Tt is much to be 


feared the Representatives of the People \vill 
not respond to the views and fee!ing-s of their 
constituents, but deliver their weak allies to 
their enemies. 
He that as it may-—let both 


Houses of Congress decide as they may, we 
confidently think justice will be done, even if 
the Cherokees are not in the land ofthe living 
to receive it—posterity will g-ive a correct 
verdict. 
Rut we are not now making- such 


an appeal—we hope we are not yet at the end 
of our row—we hope there is vet a tribunal 
where our injured rights mav be defended 
and protected, and where self-interest, party 
and sectional feelings have nothing- to do.— 
Let then the Cherokees be firm and united. 
Fellow-citizens, we have asserted ours-ights, 
we have defended them thus far, and we will 
defend them yet by all lawful and peaceable 
means.—We will no more beg, pray :u>d im- 
plore, but we will DEMA^H justice, and before 
we give up and allow ourselves to despond, 
\ve will, if we can, have the solemn adjudica- 
tion of a tribunal, whose province is to inter- 
pret the treaties, the supreme law ofthe land. 
Let us then be firm and united."
